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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 7 is objected to because it includes a reference character (25) which is not 
enclosed within parentheses. 

Reference characters corresponding to elements recited in the detailed 
description of the drawings and used in conjunction with the recitation of the same 
element or group of elements in the claims should be enclosed within parentheses so 
as to avoid confusion with other numbers or characters which may appear in the claims. 
See MPEP§ 608.01 (m). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1 -1 0 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

There is no clear antecedent basis for "the rotation around a first axis" (claim 1 , 
line 5) or "the rotation around a second axis" (claim 1 , line 14). 

The following phrases are not clearly understood: "which elongates in a 
circumference direction" (claim 3, line 3), "which elongates in a radial direction" (claim 3, 
line 4 and claims 8, lines 2 and 3), "is supported of the rotator" (claim 6, lines 2 and 3), 
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"where the actuation axis is fixed to" (claim 6, line 4), "is provided to the rotator" (claim 
7, line 4), and "agrees with" (claim 9, lines 2 and 3). 

Specification 

4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: On page 1 3, 
line 9, the word "rotatably" should be changed to -rotatably-. On page 13, line 16, the 
phrase "is rotateably connects with" should be changed to -rotatably connects with--. 
On page 1 3, line 23, the word "is" should be deleted. On page 1 5, line 1 3, the word 
"this" should be changed to -thus--. On page 15, line 17, the word "begin" should be 
changed to -begins-. On page 16, line 16, the word "come" should be changed to 
-comes-. On page 16, line 26, after the word "agree", the word -with— should be 
inserted. On page 17, line 6, the word "pushes" should be changed to -pushed-. On 
page 19, line 25, the phrase "ups-and-downs direction's movement" should be amended 
to make grammatical sense. On page 20, line 6, the term "ling" should be changed to 
-link-. On page 21 , line 2, the word "form" should be changed to -from-. Applicant 
should carefully check the entire specification for similar types of spelling and 
grammatical errors and make appropriate corrections. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claim 1 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 
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6. Claims 2-1 0 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Priority 

7. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Opuszenski shows a single motor for controlling the pivotal 
movement of a thumb about two perpendicular axes.
